under the McKinley law were shot down 
the men were now hurrying into the 
mills to work; that in an interview pub 
lished last Sunday in the Review Mr 
Peddecord,Mr. Burrows and Mr. Tai' 
said business was better than it was 
and tho future is bright, and also, tha 
the Commercial Advertiaer of New 
York tells of the revival of ^business 
Now listen.

Andrew <^repg Curtin was born ut 


Bellefonte, cm April 32, 1817. His fa- 
ther, Roland Curtin, who came from 
Ireland and who built one of the fir*.t 
Iron ionndries in Pennsy Ivania, mar- 
ried the daughter of Andrew Gregg, 
•whp had been a United States senator, 
congressman and secretary of state. 


Young Curtin began his school life 


In private institutions in Bellefonte 


' and after a teria of school at Harris- 


burg he ended his academic education 
at Milton. Curtin began the study of 
law in JSellefonte with William W. 
Potter, who v as afterwards a con- 
gressman, and finished with Judge 
Heed, then one of the great attorneys 
of the state. 
After graduating from the law de- 


partment of Dickinson college at Car- 
lyle, he was ad nutted to the bar in his 
native place and began practicing,in. 
1887. He at once took a leading posi- 
tion in his profession. At the age of 
28 years he made a state reputation as 
an orator in the campaign of "Tippe- 
canoe and Tyler too." He was an ar- 
dent whig, ami in 1844 made a canvass 
of the state for Henry Clay. 
In 1848 he -mi s a presidential elector 


and his efforts in behalf of Gen. Taylor 
were everywhere recognized as con- 
tributing to Ids election. In 1852 he 
was again upon the electoral ticket and 
in the forefron t of the battle for the 
•whig party. lalS54 his party desired 
him to become its candidate for gov- 
ernor. He declined but gave his best 
efforts to the election of his personal 
friend. Mr. I'o lock, who, after his suc- 
cess, appointed him secretary of state. 


From 1854 1 o 1880, when the repub- 


lican party was springing into life as a 
result of the agitation of the slavery 
question, Mr. Curtin took a leading po- 
sition in the stirring events which at- 
tended the birth of the new party, and 
in 1860 was mi.de its candidate for gov- 
ernor. 


The election of Lincoln depended 


upon the two doubtful states, Penn- 
sylvania and Indiana. Both of them 
held their state elections in the Octo- 
ber preceding the November election, 
and it was essential nationally that 
these states should declare for the re- 
publican candidates to insure his elec- 
tion. 
Simon Cam»ron, David Wilmot, An- 


drew G. Curtia, Col. A. K. McClureand 
' Thaddeus Stevens were in the Pennsy 1- 


vania delegat ion, and Curtin's efforts 
helped largely in the nomination of 
Lincoln. The friendship between the 
martyred pre'ddent and the great war 
governor of the Keystone state was of 
the warmest character from that time 
Curtin was elected governor by a good 
majority, and was re-elected for a sec- 
ond term, serving during the entire

Von Drcssden, the young lady balloon- 
ist, made an ascension on the Frank- 
linvillc fair grounds Saturday at 5 
o'clock, and when over 1,500 feet from 
the earth, she fell from the balloon and 
was instantly killed. 


She was a native of Buffalo. 
In 


recent years, however, her home has 
been in Frankfort, Ky. She has been 
a professional aeronaut for three years 
and in that time has made twenty as- 
censions. 
She had just passed her 


seventeenth year.

was blowing rather 


strongly and she was advised not to 
make the ascension. Her father and 
mother, who were present, tried to 
dissuade her, but she declared that 
she would not disappoint her hundreds 
of old friends, and the baloon was re- 
leased from the moorings. 
At a 


height of about 1,COO feet the crowd 
below observed that Miss Von Dressden 
was preparing to make her parachute 
jump She appeared at the side of the 
basket trying to unfasten the parachute 
which was attached to the baloon. In 
some way she lost her hold of both the 
baloon and the parachute and her body 
came whirling to the ground. The 
body struck within the fair grounds 
and was imbedded nearly a foot in the 
ground.

A Dozen Persons Injured In an Accident 


on the Southern Bailwar. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 8 —The 


Washington and Chattanooga limited 
express on the Southern railway was 
wrecked yesterday afternoon six miles 
west of Bristol. The entire 
train, 


composed of mail, express and bag- 
gage cars, two day coaches, two Pull- 
man sleepers and a dining car left the 
track.
